T^e Touqhei of Haffio hy Which Dull 


Sand and Lead Are Changed to Spar- 
fcllnff Cryit«U—Tfc» Port That Heat 
Play* In the Manufacture of OlaM. 


Tbe glaasmaker'a trade, practical, even 


prosaic and stolidly scientific as it is In 
reality, seems, however to the average ob- 
server to be an exquisite art assisted by 
something very like sorcery 
Take for in 


itancethe very first step in the procesd of 
making glass and we have something sug- 
gestive, even to £he unimaginative, of nec- 
romancy of alchemy—something akin to 
the fabled evolution of the philosopher's 
stone. In what is known as the mixing 
room' we hnve^A hnge pile of sand, an 
other of oxide of, lead and a third of pearl 
ash—all dull sodden, coarse materials con 
talning not the slightest promiue of the 
gleaming, glittering crystal pure glass 
which] will presently flash in show win 
dows, in sumptuous boudoirs and parlors 
and on banquet boards.

marked upon the glass with red paint For 
this work a thin Iron wheel Is employed 
upon nfbich as it revolves with tbe rapid

is to find one who differs from you the 
least in taste and mental constitution.

There is one comfort—that is, the more 


one reads of contemporary literature the 
less he has to read 
Vdry few of our clever 


people hav e more than an idea or two a 
year and when the seasoned reader picks 
up a fresh book or article by n familiar 
author it will not take him long to get at 
the gist of the matter and aee which is the 
annual new idea and w^ich are the old 
ones warmed over This implies* no re- 
proacb to the writer—he IK ^ery fortunate 
to have a whole idea a year—would that all 
of us had 
It only shown that the great 


mass of current literature need not frighten 
us too mucb It is like the tail of a comet 
—immense in extent but if necessary we 
can dash through it at a tremendous rate 
of speed 
Bacon's classification of books into those 


which are to be tested those which are to 
be swallowed and those which are to be 
chewed and digested is 9Ull truer than 
when he mode it except that in the light 
of modern metrical science we would Jeave 
out tbat middle class of things to be swal 
lowed and not digested 
The hunts of dys- 


pepsia are too harrowing and moreover 
the figure is better without it it it is to be 
applied to the tweeds of us moderns. 


With books as wjith wines and cheeses 


and many other^ things we do well to taste 
the new for its promise and swallow the 
old for its stimulant ami nutritive value. 
If an old book is worth reading at all it 
!s worth reading well 
But it takes lots of 


courage to reaUj an old book in these days, 
when' it is in such bod taste to talk about 
it after it is rend. 


Perhaps the happiest reader is the one 


who reads nevt books as a business and de- 
pends for his pleasure upon those which 
have been new for years with the freshness 
of eternal youth 


It implies a very marked talent for skim 


ming if one would have'any time left .for 
tbat sort of ^iterature 'which is so pre- 
eminently itsown reward but this rem 
nant of leisure is not impossible even in 
these days wL n the j earl) catalogues of 
the publishers are formidable volumes. 
The entire lacx of the faculty for reading 
light literature lightly ia a punishment 
which the gods might have invented for 
some obdurate mortal of literary taste for
